At the Signal Office to-day it was learned 
that the storm was the result of the split­ 
ting of the storm-trough that on the day 
before yesterday extended south from 
Michigan. Saturday night it divided, form­ 
ing two storm centers, one over Lake Erie 
and one in Georgia. The southern center 
then began climbing up the coast, striking 
Washington yesterday morning. 
The center itself did not reach here until 
about 3 o'clock in the afternoon. This took 
until nearly midnight to pass. The total 
rainfall amounted to 1} inches. 
Off Cape Henry the wind was blowing 55 
miles an hour yesterday. The railroads 
leading into Washington have been block­ 
aded by snow, fallen trees, telegraph wires 
and poles, so the movement of trains has 
been seriously impeded, if not abandoned. 
At the Western Union office it is learned 
that in its effect upon the wires, the storm 
was one of the worst ever known here. 
Washington has been almost completely 
isolated since 7 o’clock Sunday evening.

Judge Gresham Hears the Burlington 
Application for an Injunction. 
Chicago March 12th —Judge Gresham's 
Courfc-room and adjacent halls were 
crowded this afternoon when the applica­ 
tion of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad for an order on the Receiver 
of the Wabash Railway to compel him to 
receive *>t>d handle their freight came up 
for hearing. When the case was called 
attorney , Crawford, on behalf of the 
Wabash, said that before the other side 
opened their case, there was an affidavit 
filed by them which had not been read and 
which his side desired to use. He then 
read the affidavit of General Manager 
Stone, of the Burlington road, which was 
set out at length. 
Copies of a teiegram were offered, al­ 
leged to have been sent by Chief Engineer 
Arthur on March 2d to M. W. Vernon, at 
Omab Chairman of the Grievance Com- 
u’.itt» 
> 1.. Brotherhood. reading : “ Do 
not haul any Burlington cars, nor aid them 
in any way.” 
The affidavit alleged that similar dis­ 
patches had been sent out by Arthur in all 
directions to the members of the Brother­ 
hood, and many others to the engineers in 
the employ of the Receiver, and that it 
could be abundantly established that said 
Arthur was the main executive officer of 
the Brotherhood, and as such had inter­ 
fered with property in the custody of the 
Court, and that engineers in the employ of 
the Court had obeyed his orders, against 
the laws of the State, the laws of the United 
States, and the order of the Court. 
Attorney Dexter then opened the case 
for the Burlington Company by reading 
the petition and affidavits of the complain­ 
ants as filed by them on Friday. 
He was followed by Robert T. Lincoln, 
with the answer of Receiver McNulta, of 
the Wabash. 
t h e a n s w e r . 
The answer admits that orders were is­ 
sued on Match 7th “ not to handle the 
freight, as they did not like to disturb the 
friendly relations existing between the 
Wabash and the employes, but says that 
these orders were revoked on Saturday last 
and the substituted general orders and di­ 
rections heretofore given by me, or by any 
officers or agent of this road, which have 
been understood as limiting the inter­ 
change ot cars or traffic with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railway, or any of 
the roads in that system, are rescinded. 
The business of receiving and interchang­ 
ing cars and traffic by this road with the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad 
and all ot the roads of that system will go 
on upon the same terms and conditions as 
those which similar business is done by 
this road with o*her connecting railroads.’’ 
The answer requests that the petition be 
dismissed at the petitioner’s cost. 
Respondent further said that he believed 
the petition at the time when filed origin­ 
ated not so much in a desire of the peti­ 
tioner to procure the resumption of the 
insignificant and unimportant traffic which 
it had given the respondent before the peti­ 
tioner had been disabled from transacting 
any business whatever by the refusal of its 
employes to continue in its service, as in 
the hope that there would result from the 
filing of the petition a situation of affairs in 
which the respondent might be rendered 
practically incapable of transacting any ot 
the business of the Wabash Railway what­ 
ever; so that, temporarily at least, a large 
amount of such business as is now done by 
the respondent would be carried to the peti­ 
tioner, and it receive the profit thereof in 
n«rt compensation for the losses sustained 
by it during the time in which it was not 
able to transact its own business. 
After the answer of the Wabash had 
been finished, showing that Receiver Mc­ 
Nulta had on Saturday, the 10th. revoked 
his previous instructions, and ordered the 
former business relations with the Burling­ 
ton road resumed. Judge Gresham asked 
the representatives of that road what posi­ 
tion that left them in in the suit, and Mr. 
Dexter replied that the Burlington still de­ 
sired the order from the Court which was 
originally asked for. Thay desired this 
that they might feel assured the Wabash 
would not again refuse to receive their 
freight. 
They asked, further, that the Court issue 
an order restraining Chief Arthur and the 
Brotherhood from ordering or causing a 
strike on the Wabash, or any other road, in 
consequence of the action of these roads in 
hauling Burlington freight. 
g r e s h a m ’s d e c is io n . 
At the close of the arguments which 
en9ned Judge Gresham practically gave his 
decision when he said he did not think the 
Burlington Company had any case in the 
Court. “ The Wabash has granted all you 
ask,” said he. “ It has promised to receive 
your freight, and now you ask the Court to 
issue an order punishing the Brotherhood 
of locomotive Engineers for an alleged 
crime which they deny, and against the 
wishes of the General Manager of the road, 
who is an officer of this Court.” 
W hile the Judge thus indicated what his 
decision would probably be, he announced 
that he would take the matter under ad­ 
visement. 
The prevailing opinion in 
Court was that the Judge would refuse to 
issue any order touching the action of Chief 
Arthur, or the Brotherhood, on the ground 
that it is beyond his jurisdiction and 
properly regulated by the State laws. 


EAST AND W EST. 
H ow ling B lizzards A long th e A tlantic, 
and B ack in M ichigan.

N ew Y o r k , March 12 th .—A snow-storm, 
which is to be historic, has prevailed for 
twelve hours, and at 1 p. m . continues with­ 
out any indications of abatement. Travel 
is generally stopped about New York City 
and even Brooklyn-bridge traffic is sus­ 
pended. The street railroads in Brooklyn 
are generally blocked and all trains are 
stopped on the Brooklyn road. Few of the 
ferries are running and few passengers are 
able to reach this city from either New 
Jersey or Long Island, and business in gen­ 
eral lias been interrupted for hours. The 
few ferry-boat3 running have pushed 
through a storm so dense that it is impos­ 
sible to see fifty feet ahead, and navigation 
is decidedly dangerous. 
A FEARFUL GALE. 
The wind has be»n blowing a g J e for 
hours. Pedestrians have been prohibited 
crossing East-river bridge on account of the 
hazard attending such an attempt. Only a 
few persons have tried to make the haz­ 
ardous trip. 
Rain fell heavily until after midnight, 
and heavy snow suddenly followed. At 
daybreak over eighteen inches of snow had 
fallen on a level. Such a storm has not 
cccurred in this city in the recollection of 
the oldest inhabitant of this section. 
AN EMBARGO ON NEWS. 
The wires are down in all directions, and 
news has not been received since morning 
from even Philadelphia. An embargo is 
on Washington. No wires are up between 
this city and Boston, and only two between 
this city and Chicago. 
DANGER TO OCEAN CRAFT. 
There is probability that marine disasters 
will be reported. Long Island Sound is 
filled with shipping which is moving, and 
the air is so thick it is absolutely impossi­ 
ble to detect danger near at hand without 
the most incessant use of bells and whistles, 
and some anxiety is felt concerning coming 
steamers from Europe. 
A fleet of all sorts of vessels has sought 
anchorage wherever anchor could be 
dropped from New York along Long Island 
Sound to New Haven. 
Piobably 20,000 business men are de­ 
tained on Long Island and New Jersey- 
A HARD SNOW-STORM. 
N ew Y o r k , March 12th.—The hardest 
snow-storm of the year is raging, and at 8 
o’clock there was one foot or over on the 
ground. A high wind caused drifts, which 
in the upper part of the city were three and 
four feet high. Traffic was also suspended. 
Thousands of passengers were blocked on 
the elevated roads. The horse-cars are un­ 
able to move. 
People who left up-town by the elevated 
road were unable to get further than Eighth 
street by that route. Many of the more 
venturesome descended to the street by lad­ 
ders and walked the rest of the way down 
town. 
The people in suburban towns 
found it almost impossible to reach town, 
so severe were the drifts. 
A BLIZZARD IN MICHIGAN. 
N e g a u n e e (Mich.), March 12tb—The 
two days’ blizzard just ending has been the 
worst of the year for railroad men. The 
Chicago and Northwestern train due here 
at 1 o'clock yesterday, stuck at Mason, and 
is still there in drifts with the engine dead. 
The southbound train is at Brampton, 
having been shoveled out two or three 
times. 
On the Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic 
the Mackinaw division is closed to traffic, 
with the west-bound express and snow­ 
plows all snowed in on the eastern half of 
the division. No eastern trains were started 
from Marquette. 
TH E W ORST YET KNOW N. 
Business P aralyzed In New York — A 
W om an Frozen to D eath. 
N ew Y o r k , March 12th—7 r . m .— The 
storm is increasing, and is absolutely un­ 
precedented. All business has been para­ 
lyzed. At the Stock Exchange less than 
15.000 shares were sold, the smallest on 
record. 
The steamers City of Beilin and La 
Champagne have arrived out. The weather 
has stopped the Courts. 
Every street-car in New York and Brook­ 
lyn and Jersey City, and the eievated trains 
have stopped. The Brooklyn bridge and 
ferries are almost abandoned. 
Down town hotels are crammed with 
suburbanites. The elevated loads run 
3.000 trains daily, usually, and never before 
were stopped. 
Westerners declare that Dakota never 
furnished New York’s blizzard of to-day. 
Of forty mails due between 4 o’clock and 
noon, only two had arrived by 2 this after­ 
noon. 
NO ABATEMENT. 
At 9 o’clock this evening there was no 
abatement in the storm. Frozen ears and 
feet were never so numerous. The drug­ 
stores were filled with patients all day and 
e ening. 
FROZEN TO DEATH ON THE STREET. 
A woman was absolutely frozen to death 
to-night at the corner of Broadway and 
Fulton streets, popularly supposed to be 
the busiest four corners on the earth. 
In hundreds of streets loaded wagons 
were abandoned and the horses taken to 
the nearest stables. 
The wind has blown the snow into im­ 
mense drifts, and countless accidents have 
occurred from slipping. 
The Astor House alone turned away 300 
would-be guests, and other hotels have had 
similar experiences. 
ABSOLUTELY SNOWBOUND. 
10 o’clo ck p . m .— New York is abso­ 
lutely snowbound. The oldest inhabitants 
never saw its equal. Not one train was 
dispatched by either the Erie or Central to­ 
day—something unprecedented. 
Telegrams from distances of 200 miles 
have the same story to tell, namely—it is 
the worst storm ever known here. The 
police authorities say the storm has not 
been equaled since 1855. Most of the police 
telegraph wires were broken down early in 
the morning, and policemen are obliged to 
tramp many miles carrying important dis­ 
patches. 
CHICAGO NEARLY CUT OFF. 
C h ic a g o , 10:30 p. m .—Oar communica­ 
tion with the East has been partially re­ 
stored. but is so uncertain that we will not 
be able to carry muca Eastern news to­ 
night. 
THE STORM RAGING AT MIDNIGHT. 
N e w Y o r k .— M id n ig h t .— Owing to the 
tremendous gale and terrible snow-storm 
there have been no arrivals nor departures 
from this port. 
Navigation has been 
almost wholly abandoned in the rivers and 
harbor, and even the boats on the different 
ferries made only infrequent trips. 
THE STORM IS UNABATED, 
And the wind as furious as ever, but the 
snow has stopped falling. 
The snowdrifts in the business streets 
are as deep as in the country districts. 
Grown persons here never saw the like. 
But meager reports are received from up­ 
town districts, but in the lower precincts, 
where the reporters managed to struggle 
through the snow and against the wind, 
more than one hundred fractures of limbs 
and contusions of skulls were reported. 
MANY CASUALTIES. 
The ambulance horses at the different 
hospitals were completely fagged out early 
in the night, and calls in manv cases could 
not be attended to.

F atal Collision on a Pennsylvania R ail­ 
road.

LOCAL INTELU6ENCE. 


ESTHUSIASTIC MEETING. 


The Committee of Twenty-six Are Not 
to be Bulldozed or Intimidated. 
At noon yesterday the Republican Cen 
tral Committee of twenty-six met at the 
office of their Chairman, W. H. Beatty, to 
make preparations for the battle to-day. 
Nearly every member of the committee 
was present, and all expressed a determina­ 
tion to see to it that every legal voter has a 
square show at the ballot-box, and the 
roughs and toughs are made to behave 
themselves. The committee kas the moral 
and iinancial support of nearly all the busi­ 
ness men and tirst citizens in the city, and 
to-day they are going to see that every 
freeman’s ballot counts and none other. 
The despicable and un-American tactics of 
the opposition, the importation of toughs, 
fighters and bulldozers was discussed, and 
it was resolved that no intimidation of anv 
kind would be allowed. 
A large number of respectable citizens 
were selected, men of courage and nerve, 
men who are willing to fight if necessary 
for their rights as freemen, who will be 
sworn in as Deputy Sheriffs and who will 
see that the laws governing elections shall 
be enforced and obeyed. 
A large number 
of gentlemen were selected to take charge 
of the ticket tables, and every citizen who 
wishes to put in a vote ior reform, purity 
of the ballot-box and good government 
will be protected in that discharge of their 
duty. 
The following resolution was adopted 
unanimously: 
“ The Reorganized Republican City Cen­ 
tral Committee will pay a reward of $100 
for the arrest and conviction of any person 
voting or attempting to vote illegally, or of 
any person buying votes at the citv election 
to be held March 13, 1888.” 
The committee met again last evening, a 
quorum being present, and all the details 
for to-day’s campaign arranged. The fol­ 
lowing resolution was passed: 
Resolved, That this committee will continue 
its efforts to purify and reform the Kepublican 
party, and to secare good government in Sacra­ 
mento city and county. 
A resolution was also passed that no 
member of the Central Committee should 
at any time become a candidate for office 
unless first resigning from the committee.® 
The

Who Have Come Here to Stuff Ballot- 
Boxes and Bulldoze Our Citizens. 
All of the trains arriving from San Fran­ 
cisco last night were loaded with tonghs 
who came up to help the “ bosses ” ont in 
their political fight to-day. Soon after the 
arrival of the 8 o’clock train Second street 
presented as lively an appearance as it does 
daring a State Fair, but as soon as arrange­ 
ments could be made the gang was scat­ 
tered around among the different saloons 
and hotels so as to attract less attention. 
In addition to the ward strikers from the 
metropolis, there is in the city a large con­ 
tingent 
from 
Red 
Bluff, Marvsville, 
Truckee, Reno and even as far off ps Vir­ 
ginia City. Roughs who have not been 
seen in Sacramento for years, bat who are 
well-known 
here, were on the streets 
yesterday afternoon. 
Among those found around the bo scV 
headquarters last night waiting for their 
money and orders were the following: 
Blg-Neck Smith, a noted bruiser who 
claims to have a vote in this city; Ned 
Foster, who at one time ran the Elite The­ 
ater ; a man by the name of Percie, who 
some two years ago murdered ayoung man 
in a low dive on the corner of Second and 
L streets; Tom McClellan, a race-horse 
driver who years ago was ruled off the 
track 
for 
crookedness, and 
who is 
a well - known 
San Francisco 
bum ; 
Fitzgerald, a ward - striker 
from 
the slums of the Bay; Tarpey. a typical 
bruiser; Jimmy Leonard, a well-known 
rough ; Divvy Bragg, another of the same 
ilk, and Jimmy Dwyer, who used to ex­ 
tensively figure in the criminal records of 
this city. A score or more of such cattle 
might be named, but sufficient is given to 
show what kind of material the bosses are 
importing in order to capture the election 
in this city from respectable citizens.

The funeral of Brother Elijah Nichols, 
late Professor of Elocution at the Christian 
Brothers College, who died suddenly of 
paralysis on Sunday afternoon, will take 
place from the Catholic Church, at nine 
o’clock this morning, when a solemn re­ 
quiem mass will be said. The deceased 
was 05 years of age, and had been a Pro­ 
fessor in the college about a year. 
Professor Nichols was a native of Vir­ 
ginia, but received his education in France, 
and studied law in Columbia College, New 
York. He came to this State in early days, 
and thirty years ago was a member of the 
Legislature from San Francisco, partici­ 
pating in the election of Broderick for 
Senator. He afterwards gave up the law, 
and, being a devout Catholic, accepted a 
Professorship in St. Ignatius College in 
San Francisco. He was also a Professor 
for some years at St. Michael’s College, 
Portland, Oregon, and Professor of Lan­ 
guages and Discipline in a San Jose insti­ 
tution. 
He was a most accomplished 
linguist, a fine classical 
scholar, 
and 
Brother Cianansaid yesterday: “ In twenty 
years educational experience in California, 
I have never met Brother Nichols’ equal as 
a reader.” For ten years the deceased was 
a Professor and teacher in the schools and 
colleges of the Sandwich Islands.

in the officers of election as already pub­ 
lished in the papers as having been selected 
by your honorable Board. 
“ We <lo this simply and solely that we 
may have a fair election and an honest 
count of the votes. We are not satislled 
with som a of the men who have been sug­ 
gested or named by your body. We are 
convinced that your body would not have 
appointed .these men to those positions if 
the matieffhad been fully presented to you, 
or if the ioecurrences which have since 
taken pined had at that time been within 
your kno wledge. We have no particular 
set of names to suggest to you, but we can 
subm it to ;*pur consideration the names of 
four or fivtfpersons in each precinct in the 
city, and am request, and do request you, 
from the n.anes that we suggest, to appoint 
some one c l more ol them as officers of 
the election! It is not necessary for me to 
say anything in reference to the necessity 
of having 
A FAIR ELECTION, 
Nor to refer to the extreme interest that is 
taken in tlBs city election. As I under­ 
stand the l*w, the Board of Trustees of 
this citv have the full power in the appoint­ 
m ent of offixrs of election, subject only to 
the charter of ,ne city of Sacramento. The 
Political C-'.ie does not control your action 
noi affecfycnr judgm ent in the appoint­ 
ment of these men. You have the power, 
up to the veiy moment that the polls are 
open, to chance the BoardB of Elections. 
As I lindel stand the law, the Election 
Boards do not take their offices until to­ 
morrow, anil until they do take their 
offices aud assume the power or attempt to 
exercise the duties of their offices they 
are not officers of the city, and you have 
the power to change them, just as exactly 
any other officer that you have the appoint­ 
m ent of. 
As, 
for Instance, 
if 
you 
undertake 
to 
appoint 
a 
man 
to 
discharge any particular duty commencing 
on the first day of July, lip to the tirst 
day of July you have the right to reconsider 
your action and to appoint another person 
in his place, without giving any reasons for 
it. I speak of this because there has been 
some question raised on the streets as to 
your power in the matter. I do not wish to 
be understood as setting myself up as a 
Judge for anybody, as being the only law­ 
yer in the city, or that my opinion is better 
than any other lawyer in the city, but I 
give it as my opinion as a lawyer, an opin 
ion that is concurred in by others with 
whom 1 have spoken, two or three of whom 
are present, that you have a right to make 
these changes. I represent here and am 
the spokesman of this committee, consist­ 
ing of such men as you see here, Messrs. 
Van Voorhers, Bohl, Hubbard, Strong 
Sheehan, Heilbron and others, who are 
here asking simply for fair play at the elec­ 
tion. 
“ It does not need for me to call yonr 
attention to the fact that in the First W ard 
of this city 


GREAT FK)UDS HAVE BEEN PERPETRATED 
At primaries and regular elections. It has 
been a disgrace to this city. It has been a 
disgrace to the State, and we subm it to you 
that the names that have been selected by 
you in the {First W ard do r.ot all of them 
insure a fiiir election at all. In other 
places, tiartieularlv in Precinct No. 4, we 
object to tlipse men, aud we subm it to you 
that if you have any doubt about your 
power to lilt Mr. Stafford and Mr. Graff 
out, you ought to exercise the power bv 
just naturally taking them and putting 
them out. ’Their conduct at the primary 
was such aa to convince every citizen and 
every square man, that they are not the 
men who should take the ballots of honest 
men at the polls in Sacramento city. The 
same can l i said in reference to Mr.’Fuller, 
in Precinc SNo. 41. He was connected with 
that fraud{in the Fourth Ward, and he 
ought to b l repudiated by the citizens of 
Sacramento. 
We have herea list of names 
from which we would ask you to make 
selections In filling these places. 
Mr. 
Pickett, Clttirm an of the Democratic Cen­ 
tral Com cjttee, is here refresenting that 
body, and I understand he ‘ indorses" these 
men. TheUeatethe

Were repr.Rented by S. G. Pickett. Chair­ 
man of tkidDemocratic City Central Com­ 
mittee, wh J said: 
“ I am lere as Chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic City 1 Central Committee, and I in­ 
dorse the position of Mr. Johnson on this 
subject. T*e parties who have been ap­ 
pointed to Spresent the Democrats in this 
matter are In most cases well qualified for 
the positions, and I should desire, if we 
cannot hat* a new Board appointed, tha’ 
there be pa dies appointed who will assist 
those alreati’ appointed in seeing that the 
voters get a fair show at lo inorr -t's elec­ 
tion.” 


M a y o r Gr e g o r y ’s r o s iT t o s . 
M ayor Gregory then said ; 
” 1 will state for the benefit of the com m it­ 
tee and all present that the Board of Trus­ 
tees made these appointments, as a Board, 
previous to the prim ary election, and we 
guarantee this, that if that primary had 
taken place before the selection of this 
Board there would have been one or two, 
at least, who would not have been ap­ 
pointed. I understand, however, that the 
Board has no power to change the construc­ 
tion of the Boards of Election; that is, 
that the m atter is in the hands of ttie peo­ 
ple more than it is in the Board of Trus­ 
tees. I will read an opinion which we 
took the precaution of having placed be­ 
fore us this morning.” 
The Mayor then read a lengthy opinion 
prepared by A. P. Catlin, which took the 
ground that after the Board of Trustees 
had once acted in the m atter of proclaim­ 
ing an election they could not change the 
officers of election, who must be named 
at the time the call is made. Several sec­ 
tions of State laws were quoted in support 
of the position. 
Mr. Gregory said that in the light of that 
opinion it seemed to him the Board were 
powerless to act. 
CLINTON WHITE 
Then addressed the Board as a lawyer. He 
said ; “ I have many times had occasion 
to almost despise the profession on account 
of the attitude taken by members of 
it. This Board has an opinion there 
that 
I 
say, 
without 
question, 
was 
written, not with any understanding on 
part of the Board, but with the determina­ 
tion on the part oi the attorney who wrote 
it, before commencing to write the opinion 
or investigating the subject even, that he 
would arrive at that conclusion. I chal­ 
lenge the correctness of that opinion, as a 
matter of law, in almost all particulars. So 
far as it being the law of the case that the 
Board is powerless to act, the exact oppo­ 
site is the law.” 
Mr. W hite went on to say that it had 
been held time and again, in numerous de­ 
cisions, that when a regular election is to 
take place, the time of which is fixed by 
law, it is not necessary for the Board to act 
at all, even in proclaiming an election. 
The 
people 
can 
meet together 
and 
elect 
officers 
of 
election 
and 
hold 
an 
election 
that 
is 
valid, 
without 
any action on the part of the Board at all. 
The provision for the 
appointment of 
Election Boards and the issuing of procla­ 
mations, is simply to prevent any jar of the 
machinery. “ Suppose,” said Mr. W hite, 
“ that instead of these people being merely 
MORALLY CONVICTED, 
As they are before the entire people of Sac­ 
ram ento to-day, the fact had been that be­ 
tween the time of your proclamation and 
the time of the election, these people had 
been convicted of felony, would this Board 
think they were powerless to act ?” 
The Mayor—1 do not say that. 
Mr. W hite—You would not hesitate in 
that case. 
The Mayor—According to that opinion 
we would have no power at all. 
Mr. W hite insisted that the provisions in 
relation to the appointing of Judges and 
Inspectors of election were simply advisory. 
The validity ot the election did not depend 
upon them at all. He was willing to stake 
bis reputation as a man and a lawyer upon 
the proposition that an election would be 
valid 
if 
the 
Board 
did 
not 
pro­ 
claim it at 
all. 
In 
a 
special 
elec­ 
tion 
it 
was 
different. 
Then it was 
necessary to proclaim the election. The 
Board had the undoubted right to make 
any changes it deemed necessary, and they ' 
ought certainly to be convinced of the ne­ 
cessity of making sortie changes in this 
ease. That the people demand that there 
should be some change made, I think every 
one of this Board must admit. In conclu­ 
sion, he said: “ Now, gentlemen, for God’s 
sake do not shelter this matter behind this 
technicality—behind this opinion, which is 
not good law, and which will not be sus­ 
tained by the better class of the legal pro­ 
fession.” 
WANTED TO DO RIGHT. 


The Mayor—Personally, I am perfectly 
willing to do anything that is fair and cor­ 
rect and proper. I only want to know that 
what we do is legal. I am willing to do 
what you gentlemen want if it can be dem­ 
onstrated that the action would be legal. 
The question is : Is Mr. W hite correct, or 
is Mr. Catlin correct? 
Mr. Johnson—I agree with Mr. W hite. 
The Mayoi—Personally I am willing to 
go with any member of your committee 
and request any member of that Board to 
resign. 
Trustee Ryan—That is the way I feel 
about it. 
The Mayor—If we have any right to re­ 
move them that is another thing. I say 
unequivocally that if thi3 primary had 
taken place before the appointments were 
made that there would undoubtedly have 
been changes. 
Mr. Johnson said that as the Board were 
in doubt as to their power, and based that 
doubt upon the opinion submitted to them 
by Mr. Catlin, he wished to state that 
Judge W . H. Beatty was of the same 
opinion as Mr. W hite himself, and would 
have been present to so state to the Board 
but for the fact that he was engaged in 
Court. 
The Mayor thought that possibly they 
had not made as careful a study of the sub­ 
ject as Mr. Catlin had. 
Trustee Ryan—I would be willing, as far 
as I am concerned, to go to these men and 
ask them to resign. I think it would be a 
violation of the law to remove them. Mr. 
Catlin has been really our legal advisor, 
and we have always found him correct, 
generally. 
If we have the power to put an 
additional man on each Board, I am satis­ 
fied. 
RIGHT TO THE POINT. 
Trustee Jones then then took a hand in 
the discussion, and hit the nail on the head 
squarely. He said : 
“ Gentlemen, the whole point in regard to 
this matter is just this : These prom inent 
citizens are not down here for nothing. I 
do not know these gentlemen who are re­ 
ferred to, but we all know—the whole citv 
of Sacramento know s—that there were ter­ 
rible frauds committed up in the Fourth 
Ward primaries, and that these same men 
who were on the Board tben are on there 
now ; and, to harmonize the thing, I think 
the least the Board of Trustees can do— 
and I believe they have the power to do 
it, and that these lawyers are correct— 
is to name new officers of election clear 
through in each ward, and i make a motion 
to that effect.” 
Mr. Jones’ short speech was greeted with 
loud applause. 
The Mayor and Trustee Ryan both re­ 
marked that such action would be a reflec­ 
tion upon the many good men who were 
on the election boards. 
Mr. Jones said it would not. All the 
good men could be reappointed and none 
of them would consider it any refiection 
upon them. It was not so intended and 
he did not want to say a word against any 
man. He thought every good m in on the 
Board would be willing to resign in order 
to have the matter fixed up properly. 
Mr. A. S, Hopkins said that nothing 
would result from going to these men and 
asking them to resign. He said that 


not believe the latter had given the subject 
m uch study. 
Mr. Catlin was asked if he thought the 
Board had a right to appoint an additional 
member, and answered tbat they had not. 
There was a special law providing for ad­ 
ditional Inspectors and Judges in the city 
of San Francisco. 
He admitted that if 
the Board had made a mistake in their 
proclam ation, such as putting the polling- 
place for a precinct outside of the limits of 
the precinct, that they would have the 
right 
TO CORRECT THE MISTAKE. 
So far as he knew there had been no 
mistake made. 
Several gentlemen of the committee at 
once stated that the members of the Board 
had already admitted that they had made 
a mistake in the appointment of some 
men on the Election Boards. 
Mr. Johnson said that there seemed to 
be no use in prolonging the discussion. 
They could not convince Sir. Catlin and he 
could not convince them. It was a ques­ 
tion for the Board to decide. 
The Mayor—It puta us in a peculiar po­ 
sition, where 
lawyers 
disagree. 
I am 
neither a Judge nor a lawyer. I do not 
want to do anything illegal! I am willing 
to do anything that will 
MAKE THIS ELECTION FAIR, 
But I want it to be done legally. 
A. Leonard asked Mr. Catlin if he thonght 
the election would be legal if the Board 
changed any of the election officers, and he 
replied tbat he did not think it would, 
which answer was received with a hearty 
laugh from all parts of the room. 
Mr. Leonard replied that he did not think 
another man could be found who enter­ 
tained the same opinion, which so incensed 
Mr. Catlin that when Mr. Leonard asked 
another question he declined to answer it. 
Mr. Van Voorbies said that the Mayor 
had already stated that if the primaries had 
taken place before the appointments, that 
at least two or three of the men would not 
have been appointed. H e wanted to know 
from Mr. Catlin if these men could not be 
removed under these circumstances. 
He 
received the evasive answer that if the 
Board had the power to remove one they 
had the power to remove them all. 
JONES HITS THE NAIL AGAIN. 
After a long discussion, during which C. 
W . Baker urged the Board to make the 
change on the ground of public policy, 
Trustee Jones drove the nail home by sav­ 
ing ; 
’ 
“ These gentleman have come here and 
shown reasons why there should he a 
change in the Election Board in the Fourth 
W ard, where all that fraud was committed. 
The same officers are appointed that were 
there last Saturday. 
That is the grand mis­ 
take, and it ought to he corrected.” 
Again his little speech was greeted with 
a storm of applause. 
Mayor Gregory—If the gentlemen will 
particularize and point out the mistakes, I 
am willing to act; I am willing to test the 
law if charges are made against any elec­ 
tion officer; but as to throwing out the 
whole board, I would vote against that. It 
is assuming too much power. 
Mr. Johnson said that he had already 
made the direct charges, and named the 
persons who were objected to. He did not 
think they would have a fair election if 
K. F. Wiemeyer was on the Board in the 
First Precinct, Messrs. R. W. Stafford and 
W. C. Graff in the Fourth, or W m. Fuller 
in Precinct 44. 
THE RIGHT PREVAILS. 
The Mayor and Mr. Ryan at about the 
same time asked Mr. Jones to withdraw his 
motion, so that they could move to replace 
the above-named persons by others. Mr. 
Jones withdrew his motion, and the Mayor 
moved that those persons be removed, 
which was unanimously adopted. 
The committee were then requested to 
suggest the names of those they desired 
placed on the different Boards in the places 
of Messrs. Wiemeyer, Stafford, Graff and 
Fuller.
